REPRESENTATIVE COMMITTEE. 


"The committe that waited upon 


Judge Gary were the selected repre- 
sentatives of the employes. 
And 


they requested a conference for the 
purpose of establishing the principle 
of collective bargaining and some 
practical method of redressing griev- 
ances. 


"Judge Gary denied their authority 


to represent the employes and re- 
fused to meet them in confrence. The 
only way left for the employes to 
convince Judge Gary that the com- 
mittee does represent the great body 
of the employes of the United States 
Steel Corporation is to cease work 
until the corporation agrees to meet 
their representatives in conference. 
This, the employes have decided .to 
do on Monday morning, Sept. 22. 


BLAME GARY 


"It is unfortunate that the em- 


ployes are compelled to resort to a 
strike in 
order to prove 
the au- 


thority of their selected representa- 
tives to present 
their 
grievances. 


But as there Is no other way, the 
pi cot, In the form of a strike will ef 
fectually remove all doubt In judge 
Gary's mind. 


"In the second place, Judge Gary 


sets up the question of the 'closed 
shop' which has absolutely no basis 
whatsoever in the present contro 
versy 
It is simply dragged in here 


by Judge Gary as a bugaboo to be 
cloud the real issue. 


STRIKE AS LAST RESORT 


"There is one and only one ques- 


tion of a conference. The employes 
have exhausted every avenue of ap- 
proach to the corporation for the 
purpose of securing a conference and 
every avenue has been closed to them 
their last and only hope is to strike 
and now the employes declare tha 
they will cease work on next Monday 
morning until such time as the cor- 
poration will meet their representa 
tives in conference for the purpose 
of establishing humane and reason- 
able methods of dealing with- the 
very 
vital problems 
which affec 


their lives, their • homes, and their 
future.

^dent of the American Federation of 
Labor, had been wired to come here 
today, but chairman Fitzpatrick last 
night said the report was not true. 
Mr. Gompers, according to report, Is 
not unfavorable to a postponement if 
It will not work Injury to the steel 
workers. 


When Chairman Fitzpatrick made 


the statement that the strike would 
go into effect next Monday ho was 
asked If the strikers would picket the 
steel plants. 


"No, there will be no picketing; the 


men will go fishing," he said. "We 
will leave the mill guards and pro- 
fessional gun men run the plants." 


San Francisco, Sept. 18.—Notifica- 


tions that President Wilson had se- 
lected them to act as representatives 
of the public in the labor conference, 
he called to meet in Washington, Oct. 
6 next, today were in the hands of 
twenty-two men residing in all parts 
of the country.

MONROE TO CHICAGO 


Will Attend H e a t Rate 


Hearing Sept. 25. 


At Thursday's meeting of the city 


council an ordinance was placed on 
its passage and laid over a week 
which provides that the old bricks 
from streets that are to be repaved 
shall be the property of the owner 
of the abutting property, but that he 
shall not sell them; if the property 
owner does not want them they will 
become the property of the city, and 
if the city does not care to reserve 
them they become the Property of the 
contractor. If the property 
owners 


want to reserve the brick they must 
state that fact within ten days after- 
the contract is let for repaving the 
street. 


TO OFFER AMENDMENT. 


Mayor Borchers said that he intend- 


ed to offer an amendment to the or- 
dinance providing that the owners 
of tlie abutting property shall have 
the right to dispose of the brick in 
any way they see fit. His theory is 
that the property owners having i>ald 
for the pavement, they are entitled to 
any salvage of materials after the 
street has been torn up to be re- 
paved, ami if the bricks belong to him 
he has a right to dispose of them 
in any way he sees fit. 


"By the way," said Commissioner 


Mattes, "Is tho city getting all the 
old bricks it Is entitled to from the 
Prairie avenue pavement?" 
I under- 


stand persons who have no interest 
in that street whatever have been 
hauling those bricks away by the 
thousands." 


Commissioner Van Praag said that 


the city only reserved 
the 
bricks 


from the intersections and that the 
city had hauled all of them away ex- 
cept those at the Monroe street in- 
tersection and he had instructed As- 
sistant Street Superintendent Wilson 
to get those as soon as the work pro- 
ceeded that far. 
Commissioner Mat- 


tes said that he understood that the 
pavement at that 
intersection 
was 


orn up and the bricks were being 
hauled away, so Commissioner Van 
Praag said ha would have Mr. Wilson 
look after it at once.
